Extravagant Times 


Laurence M, Symmes, writing in In- 
vestment, points out some of the ex: 
travagances that have led to recent 
business depression, and suggests 
remedies for some of them, No one 
is economically useful, he contends, 
‘unless he saves a portion of his in- 
come for the benefit of industry.” 
While the motor-car in its proper use 
has been “a tremendous conservator 
of human energy,” in its abuse it has 
been “a world-wide extravagance.” 
Some forms of waste in the motor-car 
have already been checked. For ex- 
ample, the fashion of annually dis- 
carding one car and purchasing a 
new one is “on the wane,” and the 
heavy car is “passing into disuse,” 
lighter ones taking their/ places. 

But in our total of extravagance the 
motor car has been only one of the 
many offenders. To the high-priced 
theatre, the cate, and amusements of 
all kinds, in country and city alike, 
much blame belongs. Extravagance 


has, in fact, been world-wide, and it 
ies back of all local causes of de- 
pression, back of wars and great cal- 
amities, Except for world-wide per- 
sonal extravagances capital would 
have well stood the strain of all the 
other causes of depression. 

Mr, Symmes questions whether 
prosperity can return in full measure 
until the damage done by extravag- 
ance has been repaired. It is possible 
for everyone to do something to help 
t. the cure of our ills. Each, for ex- 
ample, can save a fair portion of his 
earnings and “place the same at the 
disposal of legitimate enterprises, 
either directly purchasing bonds and 
stocks, or indirectly by depositing 
them at banks.” Each can eliminate 
a portion of his personal extravag- 
ances, even to the extent of “ignoring 
tie hat-boy at the cafe.” If all would 
ignore that unnecessary person, the 
boy “might take up farming.” So with 
those who purchase motor cars: if 
they would cease to buy $6,000 lim- 
ousines and be satisfied wfth a per- 
fectly serviccable car costing only $2,- 
000, the remaining $4,000 would be 
left for some legitimate industry and 
the maker of big cars, by selling a 
large number, might begin once more 
to prosper. 

Mr. Symmes notes that the manager 
of a large cafe in New York estimated 
that on last New Year's Eve the sum 
of $2,500,000 was spent in that city 
alone on suppers, theatre tickets, 
cubs, saloons, tips to waiters, ete. 
Spent legitimately that sum would 
have built up many an industry. If we 
could suppose that 200,000 persons in 
large cities who spend $500 annually 
in tips. cabs, ticket commissions, etc., 
would now proceed to withhold that 
sum for legitimate industry, the coun- 
try would have as an aid to prosper- 
ity $160,000,G00 more thau it has now.
